THE SCHOOLS AND BELIGIOUS TEACH­ 
INGS. 
There is no Teal distinction between 
the Protestant sealots who insist upon 
reading the Bible in the schools, and 
the Catholic zealots who insist upon re­ 
ligious teaching in the free schools. Both 
would wort evil in-effect to a system that 
is purely political, and that has nothing 
whatever to do with the spiritual. The 
New Y ort Times well says that the 
Protestants who insist upon making the 
schools proselyting instruments really aid 
the assaults of those Catholics who de 
nounce the schools as ungodly. 
These latter support their parochial schools 
avowedly as instruments of proselvtism. 
Hitherto they have been compelled to siipuort 
these at their own expense, but their demand 
for a division of the school-fund would be 
plausible if the public schools were made places 
of sectarian instruction. 
The loglcof this statement is undeniable. 
So long as Catholics object to reading the 
scriptures in the schools, their protest 
must be respected, since it is on the same 
basis as the objection to the introduction 
of religious teachings in the schools, or the 
division of the school funds among sec­ 
tarians. In Wisconsin there is a class of 
unreasoning people who cannot, or will 
not, see that this is simple truth. They 
have insisted upon reading in the schools 
a version of the Bible, approved by one 
sect and disapproved and pronounced not 
authoritative by another sect. 
In one district the Bible was made a 
text book by the Trustees against the re­ 
monstrances of the Catholics, and on this 
issue a ease went to the Supreme Court. 
The Constitution of the State forbids sec­ 
tarian teachings in the schools. The 
question was: “Is reading, without com­ 
ment, from the St. James version of the 
Bible, sectarian teaching?” The Supreme 
Court replies in the affirmative, because 
the version used is denied as authority by 
the citizens who brought the action. The 
denial 
involves questions of teaching 
therefore, and of sectarian belief. One 
party insists that the version is authority, 
correct and right-guiding; the other tiiat 
it is misleading, unauthorized and teaches 
false doctrine. 
The Court certainly was 
justified, on the joining of such an issue, in 
holding that the reading of the disputed 
Bible in the schools was in violation of 
the Constitution prohibiting sectarian 
teaching. As has been said by critics of 
the controversy, it would be possible to 
compile from the Bible a code of moral 
expressions and lessons that all would 
agree upon as not sectarian, and as bene­ 
ficial to be read in the school. But the 
moment that is done, it is on the plane 
of the selection of good reading from 
any source that will have a beneficent in­ 
fluence upon the scholars of the schools. 
Clearly the only way to comply with 
the spirit of Americanism that demands 
the separation of church and State, and 
church and schools, is to confine public in­ 
struction strictly and wholly to the im­ 
parting of information in the usual English 
and mathematical and other branches 
essential to the education of the citizen, 
not the churchman, nor the embryo 
churchman. The Supreme Court of Wis­ 
consin in deciding the case referred to, re­ 
marked that where the scriptures are read 
is a place of worship; their introduction 
into the public schools, therefore, makes 
the school-house a place of worship, which 
is forbidden by the Constitution Of the 
State. Evidently the people of Wisconsin, 
in framing their organic law, were espe­ 
cially solicitous to keep religion out of the 
schools, and to separate church and State 
as widely as possible. THev intended that 
instruction in the common schools should 
he wholly secular; in so deciding, they 
acted wisely, since the slightest departure 
from it means the involvement of the sys­ 
tem in the issues of sectarianism. 
In the murder and suicide case at Hed­ 
ían is 011 Sunday there developed the 
strangest interpretation of morals of which 
civilization has heard. A wife who was 
carrying on a liaison with a single man 
discovered that lie was accustomed to visit 
lew! women of the town. She thereupon 
sat down and wrote him a letter full of 
gush and apparent mortification, and re­ 
proached him for being “an immoral 
man.” “You,” she exclaimed, “whom I 
thought so pure and moral and true and 
clean, to run to such evil. Why it makes 
my cheeks flame with blushes. Why it 
nearly kills me to think that you should 
associate with such wretched beings who 
call themselves worn in, and tlien that you 
should com? to me with fond smiles for 
kisses that you know come from pure ar.d 
loving lips. Oh, it does seem to me that if 
men could realize how much suffering 
they cause innocent women they would 
certainly do different. Tiie world is so 
one-sided. Men expect the love of a pure 
woman and yet po lute themselves to the 
greatest depths of evil. I sincerely hope 
and pray that what I have heard is not 
true. Tell me that it is not. Yet my in­ 
formation comes direct. Bemg a married 
woman, I necessarily hear more than I 
care to.” Now here is meat in a moral 
nut lor you. Here is a married woman, 
with little children at her knees, carrying 
on a shameful intrigue with a man who 
was supposed to be the close friend of her 
husband. Herself violating the sanctity 
of the marriage vow, if the telegraphed re­ 
ports are true; a ieman lower and viler 
than the wretched creature who makes no 
ccnceaiment of her infamous business; a 
hypocrite and a moral leper, she coolly 
taiks of her cheeks flaming with blushes 


IHE LETTER TO THE CZAR. 
A letter is published in the dispatches 
said to have been written by a bold and 
patriotic woman of Russia to the Czar. It 
bears upon its lace the imprint of verity. 
In the face of such statements as are made 
by Madame Tshebrikora to the Czar it is 
impossible for the Russian Government to 
deny that there is cause for the discontent 
that gives birth to Internationales, Nihil­ 
ists and Revolutionists. This courageous 
woman, whom the Russian Government 
put under arrest for daring to exercise the 
right of petition and of protest, but whom 
it dare not send to the bleak plains of 
Siberia for exercising the right of such 
free speech, told the Czar some truths that 
probably had not before reached him with 
such directness. The more incisive of her 
paragraphs are said to have been the fol­ 
lowing. They bear their own comment 
upon their face: 
Experience ot the past -reign and your own 
experience must have demonstrated to your 
Majesty that the policy of persecution does not 
attain its object. The cay will come when the 
persecution ol the right of thought will seem as 
the memory of a had dream, but I fear that the 
advent oí such a day will be accompanied by 
llames and floodsof blood. 
' 
The whole of your system pushes those who 
are dissatisfied into the camp of the revolution­ 
ists, even those who feet a strong and natural 
repulsion for all ideas of blood and violence. 
For one imrrudcnt word, for a revolutionary 
print oiten taken out of mere curiosity, a young 
man, amere child, is declared to be a political 
criminal. 
We have political criminals who are only U 
years old who are consigued to cellular confine­ 
ment. AGoverumentJthat rules ÍOÜ.ÜOO.OOJ people 
trembles belore children. In our country peo­ 
ple are sent fur twelve years to Eastern Siberia 
for offenses wbieh in Austria would be pun­ 
ished by two weeks’ simple imprisonment. 
By the side of the Draconian punishment in­ 
flicted by the tribunals Wt- have also punish­ 
ments by administrative order. By these latter 
the Government gets rid ol the enemies against 
whom there is insufficient proof. This is the 
way the orders of deportation are drawn up: 
"Though there are no proofs on which to con­ 
demn, still he is exiled to 
.” These war­ 
rants will be transmitted to posterity, and it is 
said that your Majesty’s signature is affixed to 
such orders. Your salvation depends on your 
return to the reforms commenced by your 
father—freedom of speech, inviolability ol the 
person, freedom of meetiug, publicity given to 
r11 trials, education widely accessible to all. 
the suppression of arbitrary administration and 
the preservation ol theZeniskisobor, or national 
party. In this is your salvatiou. 
One word from you and we shall have in 
Russia a pacific revolution which will constitute 
a luminous page of history. You are. 
Sire, one of the most powerful monarehs 
of the world. 1 am but an atom among the 
crowd of millions of beings similar to myself 
whose fate is in your hands. And yet my'con- 
seience, my right, my duty as a llussian woman 
compel me to speak out what is on my mind 
and 10 say what I had to say.

The horrible atrocities per­ 
petrated. there, when detailed by the 
speaker, fairly made the audience shudder. 
Among the incidents related was one in 
which he figured himself. For some trivial 
offense he was suspended by the thumbs, 
and allowed to hang in that torturing posi­ 
tion by Captain Wirz, who was in charge 
of the prison. A friend gave him a drink 
of water, and Witz happened to observe 
him. Whipping out his revolver he shot 
the un fortúnate man dead in his tracks for 
"meddling.” Bates, who was in terrible 
suffering, entreated Wirz to shoot him, too. 
Wirz did. He put two bullets into the sus­ 
pended form, but not into vital spots. Sub­ 
sequently, when he discovered that Bates 
was not dead, he shot him again, but again 
missing a vital place. 
Eventually, “Billy” and “Dick” resolved 
to attempt escape at all hazards. They dug 
a tupnel from the interior of the stockade 
outside of the lines. It took them over 
seven mouths to do this. After getting out­ 
side they struck for the swamps, and for 
weeks were tracked by bloodhounds and 
horsemen, suffering indescribable agonies 
from exposure and hunger. 
But they 
eventually reached the Northern lines, anil 
their homes.

P. T. Barn urn, the veteran showman, is 
nothing if not original.

Consider, too. that the 
corpse is so perfectly preserved alter thousands 
of years in the tomb tuai its features are almost 
perfect: so perfect, that every man, woman ami 
child who looks upon the mumviy may know 
the countenance of the despot who exerted so 
great an influence upon the history of the world. 
And it might be a useful thought in this gen­ 
eration, proud of its scientific and mechanical 
triumphs, to bear in mind that the art that em­ 
balmed the body of Rameses so perfectly is lost, 
with a great many others that were kiiown to 
remote antiquity.

FAITHFUL SERVICE. 
City C em etery -Its Im provem ent U nder 
th e P resent M anagem ent. 
The City Cemetery presents a neater and 
cleaner appearance at this time than it has 
for a number of years past. A re­ 
porter had occasion to visit it yesterday 
in company with Superintendent Parker, 
aud made an inspection of the grounds to 
note the improvements that have been 
nude during the past year. 
When Mr. Parker wasiustailed as Super­ 
intendent of the cemetery he started in im­ 
mediately to improve the grounds, and 
now has them in a condition which shows 
that a great deal of well directed labot has 
been done in tbe way of beautifying them. 
Tne walks and roadways winding through 
the cemetery are free from grass and weeds 
and otherwise in good condition. The 
graves are well kept, and show that great 
care has been taken with them. In many 
places where large trees are. growing near 
tbe graves Mr. Parker has bad the roots of 
the tree running under the walls cut off so 
as not to crack the bricks and force the 
wails out of shape. In places, also, where 
graves bad been neglected bv the owners, 
they do not go uncired for, but are kept at 
least clean, it not as a'tractive as others. 
The large brick bulkhead on the west 
side of the grounds, which toppled intolhe 
slough some time ago, has been replaced 
during tbe past year, and is now on a solid 
foundation. In the rear portion of the 
cemetery- the filling in of a large piece of 
ground. 387 feet in length by 278 feet in 
width, has just been completed, end a sub­ 
stantial brick wall three teet in bight sur­ 
rounds the plat of ground. 
Before Mr. Parker had this pi»ce filled, 
for several months during the vesr, graves 
when dug there to the regulation depth 
were found to contain s;pate wafer, and 
bodies could not beinterred. The improve­ 
ment lateiv made, however, makes this out 
of tbe choicest sections of the cemetery. 
The front fence has been lowered snil re­ 
paired, si. as to improve its appearnuce. and 
the main entrance has been paved with 
granite bl icks. 
Mr. Parker's books are ail kept by him­ 
self, and their neatness shows that rare lias 
been pxercised in their keeping. In short, 
Mr Parker has shown himself to be a 
worker, and the right inan in ihe right 
place. His collections have been.ciose and 
regular, aDd his receipts, as shown by the 
Auditor’s bucks, have added much to the 
city treasury during his term of office, 
amounting to nearly, if not quite, $7,0u0.

“ I ’ll teach yon, sir, how to be a gentle­ 
m an .” 
A ssistant D istrict A ttorney B runer looked 
pale an d determ ined w hen he addressed 
th is stingiD g re m ark to attorney F ran k 
E stabrook yesterday afternoon in Justice of 
th e Peace H e n ry 's C ourt. 
T he trial of 
H e n ry L. H arris, th e w ife-beater. was in 
progress. 
A w itness had ju st testified th at 
h e saw M rs. H arris pick u p her baby from 
its carriage and ru n in to th e house w ith it. 
E stabrook, w ho appeared as H arris' atto r­ 
ney, facetiously asked th e w itness to illu s­ 
trate how it was done, an d added th at M r. 
B runer m ig h t act th e part o f th e baby- 
T h is was m ore th an th e A ssistant D istrict 
A ttorney could stand, an d w heeling around 
so as to face th e young barrister rebuked 
him as above. 
E stabrook m ade m atters w orse by saying 
th a t he was alw ays w illing to learn som e­ 
th in g . 
“A ll right, sir,” replied M r. B runer, his 
eyes Hashing; “ you sh all have it. 
Now, 
sir, I w an t you to take back th at rem ark. 
Y ou m ust apologize." 
T h ere w as no doubt th a t Mr. B runer 
m eant w hat he said, an d th e offending a t­ 
to rn ey realized th at such was th e case. 
“ I o nly said it in a jo k e,” said E stabrook, 
“ b u t if you w ant to take it seriously, all 
rig h t.” 
‘ 
“ I do take it seriously,” was th e angry 
reply, “ an d you've got to apoligize.” 
M r. E stabrook did apologize. 
H e ex ­ 
plained th at he was only jo k in g an d m eant 
no h arm at all. 
Ju d g e H e n ry called for order, and ad­ 
dressing law yer E stabrook, said he did not 
propose to have a circus in his Court-room . 
If attorneys could not conduct them selves 
properly in his Court, be w ould find a way 
of com pelling them to do so. 
Peace was then restored and th e case 
continued w ithout fu rth er interruption. 
T he testim ony against H arris was strong 
and undeniable. 
H is wife told bow, on 
last F rid ay nigbt, she started to a doctor’s 
office w ith h er sick baby, but was over­ 
taken in th e street by H arris, w ho brutally 
struck h er in th e face w ith his fist. 
A fter 
th is th ey took a room together in a lodging 
house, w here h e adm inistered another beat­ 
ing to her. 
T h ree young m en w ho happened to bo 
w alking along K street w hen H arris as­ 
saulted his wife, corroborated her testi­ 
m ony. 
H arris, how ever, testified th at he did not 
strik e his wife, and only snatched a bottle 
of w hisky from her. 
H e th en w ent on to 
tell th e ju ry th at his wife was a com m on 
drun k ard ; th at she frequented low places 
w ithout his consent, and was a source of 
great anxiety to him . 
H e said th at on the 
n ig h t in question, she had a bottle of 
w hisky an d w anted to d rin k it on the 
street. 
H e snatched it from her, b u t did 
n o t strik e her. 
Before th e case was subm itted to the 
ju ry H arris and his wife got together in the 
C ourt-room and “ m ade up.” 
It was then 
th e old, old story. T he wife was sorry th at 
she had had him arrested, and he prom ised 
to be a good an d loving hu sb an d in th e 
future. 
It was too late to stop the proceedings, 
how ever, and th e case had to be subm itted 
to th e ju ry . 
T he latter prom ptly found a 
verdict o f guilty, bu t 
cognizance 
was 
taken of th e resum ption of friendly re la ­ 
tions betw een the husband an d wife, and 
th e jury recom m ended th a t th e C ourt be 
m erciful in passing sentence. 
M rs. H arris also pleaded w ith his H onor 
to be m erciful w ith th e m an w ho had not 
been m erciful w ith her. 
A ttorney E sta­ 
brook also asked the C ourt to be, lenient 
and Mr. B runer said th at out of respect for 
th e ju ry ’s recom m endation he w ould not 
dem and a heavy sentence. 
Ju d g e H enry referred to the case as be­ 
in g a serious one and one w hich ought 
properly be m ade an exam ple of. 
Every 
civil, religious, m oral and social law in ex ­ 
istence pronounced against th e m an w ho 
w ould strike a w om an u n d er any circum ­ 
stances. and were it not for th e ju ry ’s and 
wife’s plea for m ercy he w ould give H arris 
th e extrem e penalty of the law . 
A fter lec­ 
turing H arris severely and w arning him 
not to get into the hands of th e law again, 
th e Judge sentenced him to pay a fine of 
$40, w ith the alternative of going to jail for 
forty days. 
H arris prom ised everything and left the 
room w ith his wife after his fine had been 
paid. 


BECKENDORF AND BAILEY. 


T h e F o r m e r G e ts th e W o rs t o f S e v e ra l 
T ra n s a c tio n s . 
P eter B eckendorf has evidently been u n ­ 
fortunate in his business transactions w ith 
F . C. B ailey. 
H e com m enced suit in the 
Superior C ourt yesterday for the recovery 
of a total am o u n t of $1,260 40 from B ailey, 
to w hich am o u n t he alleges Bailey has be­ 
com e indebted to h im . 
F irst he avers th at on A pril 4, 1SS7, he 
took B ailey's prom issory note for $700 and 
interest, w hich was m ade payable two 
years after th e date upon w hich it was ex­ 
ecuted; 
but it has not been paid yet, so 
B eckendorf alleges. 
A gain on A pril 11, 1888, Bailey agreed to 
sell a certain tract o f land near P erkins 
Station, to th e plaintiff, and th e latter put 
up $300 in B ailey's hands to bind th e bar­ 
gain. 
B ailey sold the land to som ebody 
else, and forgot to give B eckendorf back 
his $300, so th e com plaint alleges. 
A t an o th e r tim e w ithin th e past two 
years he loaned Bailey $50 and has never 
been paid, so he avers. 
B eckendorf now sues for these various 
am ounts w ith interest, and the costs of the 
suit.

T he W hisky D iggings correspondent of 
th e R ecobd-U k io n (“ II Penseroso” ) w rites 
as follows: 
In reply to “J . W . B .,” o f S hasta county, 
I desire to say th a t th e sturgeon alluded to 
in th e S u n d a y U n io n of M arch lGth was 
not a large salm on; but that, through a ty ­ 
pographical error, his w eigut was reduced 
from 859 to 159 pounds. 
W e did not m ake an y accurate m easure­ 
m ents of bis length, b u t stepped it off to be 
about six and a h a lf paces of three feet 
each, or over nineteen feet. 
A s to th e “ m onster’s seizing the w ire in 
his jaw s,” it was m y im pression at th e tim e 
th at he had really done so. 
T he events 
having been recorded as fast as they took 
place, accounts for th e apparent inconsist­ 
ency of th e story.

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T he subject of w ater circulation w ithin 
steam boilers has becom e one of vital im ­ 
portance w ith m anufacturers and steam 
users. 
T he duration, or life, o f a boiler 
largely depends upon its construction w ith 
a view to th e dim ensions of th e w ater spaces 
around th e heating surfaces; also to other 
obstruction w hich m ight im pede th e circu­ 
lation, leaving th e im purities to be precip­ 
itated upon th e heating surfaces, causing 
scale or incrustation. 
A ll n atu ral w ater found upon th e surface 
of the earth, evaporated to dryness, leaves 
alw ays a visible residue containing q u a n ti­ 
ties of earthy or saline m atter, w hich have 
been dissolved from th e rocks an d soil; 
hence w hen evaporated w ithin a boiler the 
w ater becom es highly im pregnated w ith 
these salts, w hich are rapidly accum ulated 
and deposited upon the healing surfaces, 
greatly deteriorating th e steaurine q u al­ 
ities. 
Scale has been found to be an indifferent 
conductor of heat to such an extent th at 
tubes m ade of copper, brass and iron, the 
conducting power of w hich are 74, 24 and 
12, respectively, w hen clean, show no per­ 
ceptible difference in th eir 
evaporative 
pow er after a few days’ use w ith ordinary 
im purified w ater. 
Tbe only know n m ethod to obviate th is 
condition is to cause a circulation of the 
w ater w ithin the boiler, thereby causing 
the lighter foreign m atler in th e circulation 
and depositing it, together w ith th e heav­ 
ier, in the leg of the boiler, to be disposed 
of through th e blow-off cocks. 
It was in the study ot this subject th at 
the inventor conceived th e idea w hich is 
herew ith presented. 
It has passed from 
the ideal to the practical, and is now in 
successful operation on the Southern P a­ 
cific system , fully dem onstrating its effi­ 
ciency.

By reason of tb e circnlation an even tem ­ 
perature is m aintained th ro u g h all parts 
of the boiler, w hich prevents an unequal 
degree of contraction and expansion, which 
is very detrim ental to tb e shell and tbe 
num erous stay-bolts. 
T he steam ing q u ali­ 
ties of a boiler are also im proved, req u ir­ 
ing a reduced consum ption of fuel. 
The 
necessity for frequent w ashings of the 
boiler is also obviated. 
T he invention is attracting a great deal 
of attention 
from 
leading 
m echanics 
throughout the country, as it is a new d e­ 
p arture from the com m on usage, and one 
w hich bids fair to becom e quite general. 
T he application of Mr. Jo rd a n ’s in v en ­ 
tion to locom otive boilers will readily he 
understood by m echanics, and especially 
by engineers—both of locom otives anil 
stationary boilers. 
W hile it is readily ap- 
nlicable to the latter, it can, by slight m od­ 
ification, be applied to all boilers, 
A she- 
fore stated, th e invention is in successful 
operation by the Southern Pacific Com ­ 
pany, and th e inventor is alm ost daily in 
receipt of letters from the M aster Me 
chanics of other railroads and engineers 
m aking in q u iry about it.

rem em bered th a t th e latter was convicted 
of em bezzling som e $53.000 of th e State’s 
m oney w hile D eputy T reasurer, and was 
sent to prison for ten years. 
T he ground a 
pardon is esked is th e poor health o f the 
prisoner. 
W hen first sent to San Q uentin 
he was set to w ork in the jute m ill, but 
was in th at departm ent but a verv short 
tim e w hen th e w ork was found to be too 
hard for him , and he was given a position 
as c—rk in th e C om m issary D epartm ent, 
was afterw ards appointed L ibrarian, but 
bis health kept failing day by day. u n til he 
was sent to tb e hospital, w here he now 
lives, and is little m ore th an a hum an 
skeleton. 
In a letter to th e G overnor, Drs. T arkin- 
sou and Briggs describe Ja n u a ry 's disease 
as chronic consum ption, o f an advanced 
stage, there beiug an extensive consolida­ 
tion of the right lung, th e left being also 
diseased.

TH O SE GRA NGE CASE*. 


T h e S uprem e C ourt D ecides in F a to r o í 
th e R ailro ad C om panies. 
Washington, March 25th.—The United States 
Supreme Court yesterday reversed the decision 
of the Minnesota Supreme Court against certain 
railroad companies, known as the “G ratger 
cases. The issue was certain rates prescribed 
by the State Railroad Commissioners, which the 
railroad companies asserted were so low as 
practically to amount to depriving the eompauy 
ot its property without dne process of law. 
Justice Blaichford, in delivering the opinion 
of the Court, says that it must accept the con­ 
struction put upon the State statute by the 
Minnesota Supreme C-mrt. That Court declared 
th at it is the expressed intention of the Legisla­ 
ture that rates ,fixed by the Railroad Commis­ 
sion 
ate 
not 
simply 
advisory, but fiual 
and conclusive; that the law ueitner con­ 
templates 
nor 
allows 
anv 
issue 
to 
be 
m ale or inquiry had 
as to their equity 
or reasonableness in fact. lu otoer words, al­ 
though a railroad company is lorbidden to 
establish rates not equal and reasonable, there 
is no power in the Courts to stay the Commisn- 
sion it it chooses to establish rates that are un­ 
equal and unreasonable. 
The question of reasouablene's of Tates for 
transportation by a railroad com pam , .ays the 
opinion, is eminently a question for judicial in­ 
vestigation, requiring due process ot law for de- 
termiuatlon. if the company Is deprived of the 
power of charging reasonable rate» in toe ab­ 
sence of an investigation by the judicial ma­ 
chinery. it is deprived of the lawful use of its 
property, and thus, in substance and oifect, of 
the property itself, without due process of law 
and in violation of the Constitution, and while 
other perioua are permitted to receive reason­ 
able profits from invested capital the company 
is denied the equal protection of the law. 
Justice Miller concurred with some hesitation 
in the judgment of the Court. He was of opin­ 
ion that the Legislature or the commission ap­ 
pointed by ii bad a right to establish rates, but 
where unjust rates were fixed the parties ag­ 
grieved had a right to appeal to the courts. 
Railways should have the right tobe heard, and 
as the supreme Court ol Minnesota refused this, 
the case, in his opinion, should be reversed, on 
the ground that this Is a deuial of due process of 
law. 
Justice Bradley, for himself and Justices 
Gray and Lamar, delivered an oral dissent. It 
seemed to him that the decision of the Court 
practically overru.ed decisions in other cases in 
which it has been held that the adjustment of 
rates was a legislative and n ota judicial pre­ 
rogative. The courts should never make issue 
with the legislative department where it was 
possible to avoid it. it might he asked if the 
public v as at the mercy of Legislatures. He 
answered yes. There had to be a fiual tribunal 
somewhere to decide every case. The question 
was, which was the proper final trihuua ? In 
his opinion it was the Legislature. He did not 
mean that there might not arise circumstances 
which would give the judiciary power in the 
matter, but it was not so in this case. 


T H E B R IT ISH TREA TY . 


D efau ltin g H ank C ash iers Can No L onger 
H ide in C anada. 
Washington, March 25th.—The convention 
supplementary to the tenth article of ihe treatv 
of 1842 between Great Britain and the United 
States, concluded at Washington on .Julv 12, 
1882, and the ratifications exchanged at Loiidon 
on March 11, ltftO, was proclaimed to-day. 
By the terms of Ihe supplementary conven­ 
tion, the provisions ot the tenth article of the 
original treaty were made applicable to the fol­ 
lowing crimes; 
1. Manslaughter, when voluntary. 
2. Counterfeiting or altering money, and ut­ 
tering or bringing into circulation counterfeit or 
altered money. 
3. Embezzlement, larceny or receiving any 
money, valuable security or other propertv, 
knowing the same to have been embezzled, 
stolen or fraudulently obtaiaed. 
4. Fraud by bailee, banker, agent, factor, 
trustee or director or member or otlicer of any 
comp»uy, made criminal bv the laws of both 
countries. 
5. Perjury or subornation of perjury. 
6. Rape, abduction, child-stealing and kid­ 
napping. 
7. Burglary, house-breaking or shop break­ 
ing. 
8. Piracy by the law of nations. 
9. Revolt, or conspiracy to revolt, by two or 
more persons on lsjard a-ship on the high seas, 
against the authority of the master; wrongfully 
sinking or destroying a vessel at sea or attempt­ 
ing to do so; and assaults on board ship on the 
high seas w.th iuteut to do grievous bodily 
harm . 
10. Crimes and offenses against the laws of 
both countries for the suppiession of slavery 
and slave-trading. 
Extradition is also to take place for the par­ 
ticipation in any oí the crimes mentioned in 
this convention or in the aforesaiil tenth aiticle, 
provided that such participation be punishable 
by the laws of both countries. 
The convention further provides that a fu­ 
gitive criminal shall not be surrendered if the 
offense in respect ot which he is demanded be 
one of a political character, or if be proves that 
requisition for his surrender has, in fact, been 
made with a view to try or punish him for any 
offense of a political character. 
No person surrendered under the convention 
shall be triable or tried or be punished for anv 
political crime or offense, or for anv act con­ 
nected therewith, committed previous to his 
extradition, nor shall he be triable or be tried 
for any crime or offense committed prior to his 
offense, other than the offense for which he was 
surrendered, until he Shall have had an opfor- 
tuulty of returning to the country from which 
he was surrendered. 


C ongressional N otes. 
Reagan's amendm ent to Sherman's bill pro­ 
vides that all persons engaged in the creation 
of a trust, elc., using its powers for any of the 
following purtioses.will be guilty of a high mis­ 
demeanor ami subject to a iiue of not more than 
S10.I00, or imprisonment not exceeding five 
years, or both, viz.; to create nr carry out any 
restrictions ill trade to limit the production or 
increase or reduce the price of merchandise or 
commoditifs; to prevent competition in mere 
chandisa, produce or commodities: to fix a 
standard or figure whereby the price of any 
article, commodity, merchandise or produce in­ 
tended for sale, use or consumption can he in 
way controlled; to create a monopoly in the 
m anufacture, sale or transportation of aiiv such 
article; to enter into ail obligation by which 
they shall bind others or themselves not to 
manufacture, sell or transport any such article 
below the common standard figure or by which 
they agree to keep such article or the trans­ 
portation at a fixed or graduated figure, or by 
which they settle the price ol sueli article so as 
to preclude unrestricted competition. 
Senator Proctor, in response to the House 
resolution asking if. in his opinion, any reduc­ 
tion ot public expenditures would result from 
the transfer of the Pension Bureau from the In­ 
terior to the War Decartment. expresses the 
opinion ¡hat a decided reduction of expenses 
would follow, the amount ol which could not 
well be estimated. 
The House Committee-on Invalid Pensions to­ 
day authorized a favorable report on the bill 
providing that any soldier or sailor wounded in 
service, and who 
received more than one 
woiiiio. where one such wound aniounis to 
total disability, »ud the o'her wounds create 
disability, then tuch person shall receive a 
pension, rated withoct regard to rank, for each 
wound received, provided, however, the amount 
shall not exceed $72 per m onth.

Washington, March 2Sth.—Having reO[>eneil 
the subject of duties on sugar, the Republican 
members of the Wavs and Means Committee 
find it a hard m atter to adjust them satisfacto­ 
rily.

CONGRESSIONAL. 


IN THE SENATE. 
Washington, March 25th.—Among the bills 
introduced iu the Senate to-dav, and referred, 
was one by Morrill to establish "an educational 
fund from the proceeds of public lauds; bv 
Farwell, to give a pension of $2,009 a year to 
tne widow of Geueral Crook: also, a joint reso­ 
lution by George to amend the Constitution so as 
to empower Congress to make all laws neces­ 
sary to suppress combinations iu restraint of 
grade or production, and prevent transactions 
ihai create monopoly or,increase or depress the 
prices of commodities. 
Tne Senate jiroceeded to consider the Senate 
bill to euable the Secretary ot the Treasury to 
gather lull and authentic information as to'the 
present condition and preservation of the fur 
seal interests of the Government in Alaska, 
compared with 1870: also, lull information as to 
the extinction of the otter industry, and kindred 
Unes of inquiry. The bill provides for the em ­ 
ployment of a special agent at ilu a d a y ; also, 
louimiinietiticiiis fiom the Treasury Department 
indorsing it, and recommending" its passage, 
After considerable discussion 
the hill was 
passed. 
Vest oflered a resolution (agreed to) calling on 
the President lor copies ot lurther correspond­ 
ence in regard to the award made to the Labra 
silver Miutug Company, and the distribution oi 
the same. 
Dawes offered a resolution (agreed to) calling 
ou the Secretary oi the Interior for information 
as to land patents issued to Indians under the 
Severalty Act. 
Hoar gave notice that he would not call up 
the Montana election case till Monday. 
The anti-trust bill was then taken up and 
George addressed the Senate. At the close of 
his speech a motion by him to refer the bill and 
the amendments to the Judiciary Committee 
created quite a lengthy discussion, iu tne course 
of which Vest said the country knew tbe re­ 
ceptacle in which the Senate deposit d its 
dead, and there was no longer anv hope oi cm- 
eealing it. The country now knew who the 
Senators were who desired the deatli of the bill 
and who were not anxious to place tnemselves 
ou record as haviDg struck the blow, and 
hence they referred it to the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee, where it slept the last sleep. GeorgVs 
motion was rejected. 
The question was then taken on Reagan’s 
amendment (adding to the trust hi 1 his biil as 
sections 34 and 35), and it was agreed to. 
Sherman moved to amend the first section by 
addiug to it a proviso suggested by George, “that 
the Act cannot be construed to apply to auv 
arrangement, agreement or combination be­ 
tween laborers made with a view of lessening 
the number of hours of labor or increasing their 
wages, nor among persons engaged in horticul­ 
ture or agriculture with a, view of enhancing the 
price of their products." Agreed to. 
Hoar's motion to strikeout of the final sec­ 
tion the words, “of different States, or between 
two or more citizens or corporations, or botb. of 
tbe United Bretes and foreign States, or citizens 
or corporations thereof,” was agreed to. 
Iogaiis' amendment aiming at dialings in 
futures and options was agreed to. 
Coke then offered au amendment consisting 
of eight new sections, moving to strike out all 
of the bill, except Ingalls' amendment, and sub­ 
stitute his own. The substitute was laid tn the 
table. 
Stewart moved to insert in the first section the 
words, “or of the value of money by which such 
cost may be advanced or reduced:'' and Hoar to 
insert alter "money” the words, “or of gold or 
silver.” 
Rending this action the Senate adjourned. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
Washington. March 25th.—In the House to­ 
day, immediately after the approval of the jour­ 
nal, Chandler of Massachusetts called up the 
World's Fair bill. 
The following amendments were adopted : 
That the Commissioner shall appoint a board 
ol" lady managers, and the board mar appoint 
one or more members. All committees are 
authorized to award prizes for exhibits pro 
duoed whole or in part bv female labor. That 
one of the members of the board to be eharged 
with the selection of a Goveiumeut exhibit be 
chosen by the Irish Commissioner. 
Chandler opened debate in advocacy of the 
bill, strongly commending the board's compre­ 
hension and tbe commendable energy displayed 
by Chicago in the matter. Chicago had done 
more than any other city in raisiug >5,000.000 
and agreeiug to double" it. 
Chandler then 
moved au amendment that the four buildings 
be dedicated t ictober 12. 1892. and the Exposi­ 
tion op -ued not later thau May 1 ,!»;«. and close 
not later than October 3o, is»». The postpone­ 
ment. he said, was not asked tor by Chicago, but 
was lor the benefit of exhibitors. The amend­ 
ment was adopted. 
On motion of Carlisle an amendment was 
adopted providing that the Government build­ 
ings be built of such material as can be taken 
out and sold after the exposition. 
Cummings of New York said he appealed to 
the House for fair play towards Chicago. New 
York lost the fight through treachery in her 
own ranks. We were, said lie, handsomely 
whipped, and what are we going to do about it? 
I. ai least, am going to act a maulv part 
I 
stand by the committee because I believe it is 
manly and politic. The action of the Senate 
may vet be unfavorable to Chicago. If so, New 
York can again cnler the list with honor. If 
that time does not come, I consider ihai I honor 
myself, my State, and my country by standing 
by Chicago 
Hatch of Missouri expressed himself as satis­ 
fied with the clause providing that the Presi­ 
dent before Issuing his proclamation 
shall 
satisfy himself as to the genuineness of the sub­ 
scriptions. There was nothing left for Congress 
lo do but to extend to Chicago every legitimate 
facility lor m aking the fair a great uatioual suc­ 
cess. 
Flower of New York said he would vote to re­ 
commit the bill, and make Chicag.i show her 
subscription lists. 
Raines oi New York, addressing -Spiunla, said- 
“ Roes not tbe gentleman thiux it was fortunate 
we were beaten ' because, if things had gone as 
they now are gotng. we should have lost the 
majority of the T. mmanv management, be 
cause they would have been inside of the Lad 
low-street jail.” [Laughter.! 
Mason expresses) a belief that New York did 
not want to m ake the fair a success. The way 
to help Chicago was not to throw discredit upon 
her. 
Several others who had favored Washington. 
New Totk and St. Louis expressed an earnest 
hope for tbe success of Chicago. 
Belden's motion to recommit with instruc­ 
tions was defeated without a division. The bill 
was then passed; yeas, v('2; nays.
